No Revo lt Brewing 
In Ea st Germa ny 


By JOHN O. KOEHLER 
BERLIN IP—Dissatisfactio n o f the 
Plast German peo ple with the Co m­ 
munist regime co ntinues to be wide­ 
spread, but after a week behind the 
Iro n Curtain this repo rter fo und no 
evidence that a new revo lt is brew­ 
ing. 
The mo rale o f the peo ple, despite 
to ug h po litical pressures and scar­ 
city o f certain essential fo o d items, 
seemed hig her than it was sev en 
mo nths ag o when I last v isited East 
Germany , 
Because o f the unusually severe 
winter and its resulting serio us fuel 
and 
fo o d 
sho rtages, 
the 
Peo ple’s 
mo o d then was ex plo sive. 
But East Germany since has had 
a go o d harvest and there certainly 
are no sho rtages o f such staples aa 
bread and po tato es. 
On the o ther hand, butter co ntinues 
to be ex pensiv e and sho rt in supply 
—o ne half po und being allo tted per 
perso n every IO day s. 
Fresh meat also is scarce but all 
kinds o f sausag e were abundantly 
av ailable. 
While co mplaints abo ut fo o d and 


o ther co nsumer g o o ds hav e de­ 
creased since last winter, there is 
increased bitterness o v er po litical 
pressures. 
Facto ry wo rkers, pro bably because 
o f the fo rthco ming general electio n, 
are subjected to at least two po litical 
meetings a week. 
In a co nversatio n with two ranking 
go vernment o fficials, this co rrespo nd­ 
ent invited them to ngue-in-cheek to 
a dinner in West Berlin.
